GSR. 1038—In exercise cl the powers conferred by section 21 of the Pass¬ 
ports Act, 1967 (15 of 1967), the Central Government hereby directs that the 
power or function which may be exercised or performed by it under the said 
Act [other than the power under clause (d) of sub-section (1) 0 f section 6 or 
the power under clause (i) of sub-section (2) of that section or the power under 
Section 24] shall, in so far as the provisions of the said Act relate to the issue 
of passports to citizens of India for going only to Pakistan be exercised also by 
the Chief Secretary, Andaman and Nicobar Islands, Port Blair, in respect of the 
Union territory of Andaman and Nicobar Islands, and by the Chief Secretary, 
Union territory of Goa, Daman and Diu, Panaji, and by the Under Secretary! 
(Home Department), Government of Goa, Daman and Diu, Panaji, in respect 
of the Union territories of Goa, Daman and Diu and Dadra and Nagar Haveli 
and directs that the following amendment shah be made in the notification of 
the Government of India in the Ministry of External Affairs No. G.S.R. 867, dated 
the 24th May, 1907 (continued in force by virtue of section 27 of the said Act), 
published at pages 287 to 292 of the Gazette of India Extraordinary, Part II— 
Section 3-—Sub-section (i), dated the 29th May, 1907, namely: — 

In the Schedule to the said notification— 

(i) in item 17 “Andaman and Nicobar Islands”, for the entry “3. Chief 
Commissioner, Andaman and Nicobar Administration, Port Blair", 
occurring in column 2, the entry “3. Chief Secretary, Andaman 
and Nicobar Islands, Port Blair” shall be substituted; 
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(ii) item No. 19 and the entries relating thereto shall be omitted; 

(iii) for item 21 and the entries relating thereto, the following shall be 

substituted, namely : — 


"21. Goa, Daman and Diu 
and Dadra and Nagar 
Haveli.
